London, Nov. 3.— A supreme effort 
to establish the ground work of an (

Sir James al­ 
so will consult with Sir Edward Car­ 
son, former leader of the U lster un-< 
ionists, who has been acting as mod-, 
iator between the British government 
and the north Ireland tories. 
It was denied in Downing street 
circles that the government has sent 
a formal note to the U lster govern­ 
ment at Belfast hut it was admitted

From Sinn Fem sources it is learn­ 
ed that the Sinn Fein have agreed to 
a settlem ent upon the following basis;

2—Ireland will own allegiance to 
the king on condition that the coun­ 
try is a unit and not divided in au­ 
tonomy with coordinated parliaments 
in Dublin and Belfast. 
3—Tyrone and Fermanagh counties 
and part of Donegal county shall be 
detached from U lster province.

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MARSHAL POCH, THE NATION'S GUEST, IS AN APOSTLE 
OF PEACE. 


Perhaps the American public has already found out that 
Marshal Loch is, 
indeed, 
the least conceited 
of men. 
What 
ought to be still better known is that if there was ever a pre­ 
posterous legend, it is the tale which tried to depict him as a kind 
of embodiment of militarism. Just as he was the first to suggest 
a cessation of hostilities, as soon as a satisfactory peace could be 
made without a further sacrifice of human lives, his advice for 
the last two years has always been excited against a policy/of 
adventures. 
The last instance was in the spring of this year, 
when there was a talk of occupying with French troops the coal 
district of the Ruhr in Germany. Instead of pushing the French 
Government, Marshal Foch was actually the first to suggest that 
the possible economic consequences of such a measure should first 
be carefully studied. 
The main topic in the marshal’s conversation—as could br 
vouchsafed by those who were with him on board ship—is how 
to make peace not only enduring, but real. 
“There is no peace 
as yet,” he told me the other day, “for there is no confidence 
throughout the world.” 
The only problem, in his opinion, is 
how to restore confidence, that is to make sure that no war will 
be possiWe either in Europe, or elsewhere. Being a man of deeds 
and not of words, he considers that this is a question of safe­ 
guards. He was delighted to read the recent report of the com­ 
mittee sent out by the Chamber of Commerce of 
the 
United 
States to investigate the situation in Europe. He more particular­ 
ly agreed with what they said about the necessity for France to 
be safe against a possible new German aggression. 
Concerning the practical solutions of this problem he him­ 
self suggests there may, of course, be some difference of opinions, j 
His principles are, however, as sound as his intentions. 
Much 
rather than to the Napoleonic tradition, he belongs to the type 
of great soldiers who, like the Carnot of the French Revolution, 
were also great citizens. He would indeed have been appreciated 
by George Washington.

INTERESTING THINGS ABOLT CHICAGO. 


The great Chicago fire in 1871 set back the city’s constantly) 
increasing prosperity, but recovery from this disaster was rapid. 
The solidity of tins prosperity was demonstrated 
during the j 
financial panic of 18id, when Chicago banks alone among those 
of the large cities of the country continued steadily to pay out 
current funds. 
The precise eau-e of the great fire is not known, but it is 
popularly attributed to Mrs. O’Leary’s cow, which according to 
tradition “kicked over the lamp” and started the flames. The fire 
spread over an area of 3 1-3 square miles, and destroyed 1,700 
buildings and property 
valued at $196,000,000. 
Almost 100,- 
000 people were made homeless, and 250 lost their lives. The re­ 
lief contributions from the United States and abroad amounted to 
nearly $5,000,000, of which about $500f,0o0 was contributed in 
England. 
The fire at least gave an opportunity to rebuild the 
old wooden city with brick and stone. 
The later history has been marked on the one hand by serious 
labor troubles and on the other by the remarkable achievement 
of the World s Columbian Exposition (1893). The labor outbreaks 
included several strikes in the packing industry, the Haymarket 
Riot in 1886, and the Pullman Strike in 1894 
The Haymarket Riot grew out of a strike in the McCormick 
harvester works. 
Hostility against the 
employers 
had 
boon 
fomented by a group of so-called International Anarchists and the 
struggle culminated at the Anarchist meeting a t the Haymarket 
Square. 
When the authorities said that the speeches were too 
revolutionary to be allowed to continue and the police undertook 
to disperse the meeting, a bomb was thrown and seven policemen 
were killed. Seven anarchists were ultimately convicted as being 
conspirators and accomplices and were condemned to death. Four 
were hanged, one committed suicide, two had their death sentences 
commuted to life imprisonment, and eight anarchists were sen­ 
tenced to imprisonment for 15 years. In 1893 Gov. Altgeld par­ 
doned those still in prison. 
The leader of the Pullman .strike, which began in the Pullman 
car works, was Eugene Debs (1855), who was the Socialist candi­ 
date for Presient in the election of 1920, although he was then in 
the penitentiary at Atlanta for violating the Espionage Act dur­ 
ing the World War. The strike* spread to the railways, and caused 
great disorder until President Cleveland dispatched federal troops 
to Gkncago.
